Shooting ‘Season Opens 


The season for Hungarian par- 
tridge will open on Sept. 15, and 
will continue until December 14, 
the limits being placed at 15 per 
day and 75 for the season, accord- 
ing-to game regulations. The 
season will be closed for prairie 
chicken .and ruffed grouse or par- 
tridge. 

Closed seasons have also been de- 
clared on buffalo, elk, wapiti, an- 
telope, awans, cranes and beaver. 

The season for mountain sheep 
and: mountain goat willopen on 
Thursday, September 1. and will 
continue until the last of October. 
the limit having been set at one 
animal perman. The season for 
deer, moose, and caribou will not 
open until November 1, and will 
continue until December 14 

The duck and geese season will 
open on Sept. 15, and will con- 
tinue until December 14, with the 
limit for ducks being 30 per day, 
and 200 on the season and for 
geese 15 per day. 

The open season for rails and 
cootsand Wilson snipe opens also 
on September 15, with limits of 25 
per day, and will close on Decem- 
ber-14. -
